fore the Lord heard this, and was wroth, (o- a 
Fire was kindled againſt Facob, and Anger al- 
ſo came up againſt Iſrael : The Wrath of GOD 
came upon them, aud ſlew them, He caſt upon them 

* the Fierceneſs of His Anger, Wrath and. Indig- 
nation, He made a Way to His Anger, He ſpa- 
red not their Soul from Death, but gave th:ir 
Life over to the Peſtilence, and ſmote all their 
Firſt-born ; --=- But yet, we read again, that
